Dear Brother—When we were at 
Rochdale on the 7th, I promised Pre- 
sident Blakely I would be in Oldham 
to hold meeting with them on the 14th 
inst. Jarman had been holding forth 
every night last week. On Saturday 
he reminded his audience that there 
were “Mormons” in town, and that 
their! meeting room was in Waterloo 
street, and that they should meet 
there on Sunday with him. I 
advised Brother Blakely to have the 
room licensed. They applied for 
license and received it, but it was not 
registered on Sunday when they got 
ir. Knowing the threats made, 
Brother Blakely asked for police to 
attend the meetings, but the Super- 
intendent could not nt the re- 
quest, as the license had not been 
registered, but told him he could 
forbid Jarman or others from enter- 
ing if he chose. Those who had been 
appointed to serve him came in the 

ternoon, remained quietly until we 
got through speaking and then wished 
to ask questions, which was granted 
and the questions answered. They 
evidently were much surprised at the 
reception they received, I tried to 
show them what we taught, offered to 
loau them any books we had, and give 
them tracts. They said the testimo- 
nies borne and the preaching they had 
heard were all right. I invited them 
to the evening meeting. Some of the
